WANTED, AN OP Eli A HOUSE. 

Time and again litts attention been call- 
ed to the desirability of the erection of a 
commodious theatre in Victoria, and time 
and again have tho citizens made ft feint 
of taking the matter in hand and acting 
upon the suggestion, lint like a good 
many more half-hearted measures it has 
fallen through. When the old theatre 
was in existence (the only building that 
could be legitimately called by that name) 
it fairly groaned beneath the grumbling 
mo lavishly expended upon it. It was too 
small, unsafe, close, dirty, and every- 
where exhibited great lack of accommo- 
dation; but in spite of all its defects it 
was well patronized. Finally it got bo- 
ll ind the age and was pulled down and 
immediately one heurd rumors of L'reat 
things to be done in the theatrical line. 
An opera house for general purposes was 
going to bo built on such a magnificent 
and liberal scale thatthe votaries of Thus 
pis and Coiuus could not fail to appreci- 
ate. Hut that was all; nothing more was 
heard. In the meantime troupe after 
troupe, good, bad and indifferent, arrived 
and departed, having been compelled to 
appear upon a stage miserably inadequate 
for the requirements of the drama while 
the various theatrical companies had to 
perform under all the disadvantages of 
want of proper accommodation; the ab 
aence of scenery or stage properties, which 
are such successful attributes to a good 
play, marring the effect of a good per- 
formance and rendering a mediocre one 
glaringly defective. In spite of these se- 
rious drawbacks, any who have attended 
the Philharmonic Hall during the last 
aeuson must have noticed how liberally 
patronized has been every company which 
l'as announced its appearance there. This 
should convince the most sceptical of the 
necessity of establishing a well fitted and 
commodious theatre or opera house, and 
should induce any Inma tide scheme fur 
the erection of a building to be well sup- 
ported. A proposition of some such de- 
scription, however, has been in 
the hands of several merchants for a 
yenr past who proposed form- 
ing a company with lini to I liabilities, and 
issuing shares of §100 each . Hut the fow en- 
ergetic persons who started the idea must 
have become discouraged from lack of appre- 
ciation, for the scheme seems to have col- 
lapsed, judging from the fact that nothing 
now is heard of it. Another fact the pub- 
lic should not lose sight of is the lamentable 
want of provision for rapid egress from the 
place of entertainment which now takes the 
place of a theatre. if the society in whose 
possession it is reap the benefits that prop- 
erly belong to a theatre, thoy should be 
willing to go to the expeuse of ensuring the 
chances of safety for the- lives of those who 
have so numerously attended the perform- 
ances given there. Stechliau, the Portland 
theatrical manager, has closed engagements 
■with several excellent companies; super- 
excellent two of them might truthfully In; 
styled; but it is doubtful if the inducements 
which at present exist to visit Victoria will 
he thought sufficient by such companies us 
Lawrence Barrett's, or a Madison Square 
Company. The culture of the legitimate 
drama is as equally a marl; of progress as 
that of other arts; and although the stage 
has been represented in this city principally 
by light comedy that, too, has its uses, lie 
they ever so superficial; and this cuss of ac- 
tors will continue to be the sole exponents 
of the dramatic art until we can offer in 
lieu of a theatre something better than a 
hall with a few planks called, by courtesy, 
u stage, and an auditorium tilled with 
benches and chairs, and looking more like 
tin antiquated school-room than anything 
else,. By all means let immediate steps be 
taken to forward this matter in earnest, so 
that in the lapse of a few months at most 
preparations for the erection of u really 
oood theatre will be commenced, and let all 
those whose means will allow them not be 
dubious about purchasing shares in such an 
enterprise. As a commercial venture it 
will pay liberally ; from added scenic effects 
greater pleasure will be derived; and last, 
but not least, the spectators can view the 
performances with the comforting reflec- 
tion that every possible precaution has been 
taken for their safety. 



THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS IN 
ENGLAND. 

The troubled waters in which Mr. 
Gladstone's ministry finds itself are the 
result of that political indecision peculiar 
to the liberal party when foreign politics 
are in question. That almost all English- 
men resident in India or tho colonies are 
conservatives in opinion is due to the 
ignorance and timidity invariably dis- 
played by the rival party when firmness 
and courage arc required to deal with the 
case in hand. Men of all shades of opin- 
ion agreo in the belief that had Lord 
ReaconsDold been alive and in power, tho 
Egyptian question would never have 
reached its present proportions. Hut he 
iH gono, and tho count ry has no choice be- 
tween the miserable bungling and weak- 
ness of Lord Granville and the hot head- 
ed daring of Lord Salisbury. Of either 
policy tho electors are equally afraid. Tho 
influence of that older section of tho Bir- 
mingham school represented by Mr. 
Bright has gone very far to dissipate the 
prestii'o acquired by England at tho be- 
ginning of the present century. The 
younger Birmingham school, represented 



by Mr. Chamberlain and Sir Charles 
Dilke, have, however, developed a singu- 
lar leaning to tho spirited foreign policy 
which, bitterly attacked by them when tho 
"old Earl" was living, did so much to en- 
dear tho memory of their dead rival to the 
hearts of the English people. And it is 
by no moans certain that the warlike por- 
tion of the cabinet, headed by Lord Hart- 
ington and Sir Charles Dilke, will not 
ultimately prevail. In such an event we 
may look for considerable remodifieation 
in the cabinet should the liberal party re- 
main in power. Fear of conservative 
finance and dread of tho home rule vote 
will prove powerful auxiliaries to the lib- 
eral party should an early dissolution be 
resolved on. We incline, theroforo, to 
the opinion that the liberals will receive a 
new lease of power; but that tho imbecile 
weakness of the policy of the last two 
years will bo reversed. The cabinet will 
probably be stiffened by the exclusion of 
Lord Derby, whose reputation has never 
recovered the blow it received when ho 
deserted tho Beaconsfield ministry in 
1878. Supremacy in the council will be 
struggled for between the whig and radi- 
cal wings, with tho probable result of a 
militant radicalism coming to tho front. 
How long a ministry can last under such 
anomalous circumstances is a question of 
fato; but at all events wo may look for a 
rapid succession of ministries during the 
next few years, that is so soon as Mr. 
Gladstone retires; an event alike desired 
by himself and a largo section of his fel- 
low-countrymen in all parts of the world.

Why He Hales Hie Unil«>*l 
States — What He is Try- 
ing to Accomplish. 

(Washington Sunday Herald.) 

The sensation of the week has been 
furnished by the truculenco of the Ger- 
man chancellor, Prince Von Bismarck, in 
refusing to receive the resolutions of con- 
dolence of congress on the death of Herr 
Lasker that were forwarded through him 
to the German lower house or reichstag. 
Bismarck has been waiting for just such a 
chance as this '"or a long tunc. It is an 
open secret that our late minister to Ger- 
many, Hon. Andrew D. White, now 
president of Cornell College, gave up the' 
position because of the insolence of Bis- 
marck and tho foreign office officials under 
him. Mr. Sargent, now minister to that 
empire, told a member of one of the 
houses of congress who was in Berlin last 
fall that since his arrival at the German 
capital he has been entirely ignored by 
Bismarck as regards official intercourse, 
the ostensible cause assigned for this be 
ing that Mr. Sargent does not understand 
German. While this may be true of the 
minister, the first secretary of the legation, 
Mr. Sydney Everett, is a capital German 
scholar, anil Mr. Chapman Coleman, of 
Kentucky (who is, 1 believe, a grandson 
of the late Hon. John .1. Ohittondon o'' 
that state), tho second secretary, speaks 
German as well as he does English. Mr. 
Coleman was educated at a German uni- 
versity and is an accomplished scholar 
and gentleman, and without Mr. Everett's 
assistance ho could easily interpret an y- 
thing necessary to pass between the Amer- 
ican minister and the German chancellor. 

No, the truth is this. Bismarck is in- 
tensely angry with the United States be- 
cause of the prompt manner m which this 
Government refused to acquiesce in the 
doctrine that once a German always a 
German, While Grant was President, 
during the Franco-Gorman war, two citi- 
zens from Wisconsin, naturalized, though 
formerly from Germany, who wore on a 
visit to the Fatherland when the war broke 
out, were held for military service. They 
were ordered to report to the local com- 
mander of the district they were in, who 
immediately assigned them to duty in one 
of tho regiments under orders for the 
field. The matter came to the knowledge 
of Mr. Carl Schurz through ex-Governor 
Salmon of Wisconsin. Mr. Schurz was 
then a United States Senator from Mis- 
rouri, but he immediately took tho matter 
in band, and after a short and rather 
sharp correspondence, the German- Ameri- 
cans were released, but were ordered to 
leave Germany in forty -eight hours. This 
was the beginning of tho unpleasantness 
between tho two countries, and as Bis- 
marck got the worst of it then, he has 
hated America ever since with a churacter- 
istic bitterness, and takes this occasion to 
let our Government know it. 

The report by cable that he has again 
compelled naturalized citizens to enter 
the military service is more serious than 
the snub over the Laskar resolution, and 
it will be the duty of Congress to inquire 
if this be true. Under the 'precedent of 
LS70 Germany will be obliged to release 
them, unless, indeed, Bismarck has de- 
liberately made up his mind to force a 
difficulty on the United States concerning 
this question, which his action seems to 
indicate, by taking and holding German 
born citizens against the protest of a gov- 
ernment. He knows very well that we 
have no fleet and no army to speak of, 
and believes that this nation is powerless 
to resent the insult by anus In this, to 
our shame be it spoken, Prince Bismarck 
is perfectly correct. Is there any mem- 
ber of the present Congress who has sense 
and foresight enough to understand what 
all this is tending to ?

Corning, <)., March l. -A. .). Me 
Davitt, a druggist here, recently cau-.ed 
the arrest of Kov.

O'Boylan denounced McDavitt from the 
pulpit as a villain and a murderer (In 
Sunday night the friends of tho priest 
compelled McDavitt to march out of town 
in a blinding snow storm, at tho point, of 
a pistol. When he had reached a seolud- 
ed spot they made him remove all his 
clothing, which was cut into shreds and 
cast to tho winds. The victim was then 
ordered to kneel in the snow ami swear 
that he would never set foot, in Corning 
again. His friends vow vengeance. 
ARREST OF THE ASSAILANTS. 

The sheriff has arrestod tho persons 
who assaulted McDavitt last night. Ale 
Davitt reached New Lexington to-day; 
ho was heavily armed. A warrant is out 
for Rev. O'Boylan. Forces and senti- 
ments are pretty evenly divided between 
the two men. Trouble is feared between 
tho Church people and those not members. 

Father O'Boylan said to-day the Mc- 
Davitt mob wasn't under his sanction. 
The committee was not appointed to eject 
McDavitt, but to investigate the state- 
ments about O'Boylan. McDavitt has 
threatened O'Boylan's life. No question 
of doctrine or anything in the Church is 
implicated.

At Osgoode Hall 
to-day the case of McDonald v. Murray, 
to recover forty thousand dollars from 
Murray A Cuthbert, the price contracted 
for Winnipeg property during tho boom, 
which the defendants refuse to complete 
on the ground of fraud and misrepresen- 
tation, was decided in favor of the plain- 
tiff.

Montrkal, March 3.— Great conster- 
nation prevails at Three Rivers over the 
sad death of two children, aged 4 and 2 
years respectively.

Obstructive liomer*-"<i*ro?ffisu 
sive Shakespeare. 

An Ottawa dispatch to the London Ad- 
vertiser, dated 6th of March, says: Hon. 
Mr. Smithe, premier of British Columbia, 
is in the city in connection with the 
British Columbia Settlement Bill. The 
representatives of the province are not of 
one mind regarding the bill. Homer states 
that tho railway company are getting too 
much. The local government were grant- 
ing aid to tho extent of •J.OOU.OUO acres of 
land, which include all the productive 
coal mines of the island, with the excep- 
tion of a comparatively small district. 
Then tho Dominion Government granted 
a subsidy of £760, 0UU ami all this for the 
construction of a line 70 miles in length 
running from Esquimalt to Nanaimo. The 
company who are to construct the pro- 
posed line virtually control all the trans- 
continental lines outside tin: Canadian 
Pacific, and Mr. Homer says many of 
the British Columbians object to any 
such monopoly of the mineral lands of the 
province. In his opinion the subsidy is 
too liberal, the land alone being worth 
from $10,000,000 to $25,000,000. The 
same company also control all the coal 
mines in Washington Territory, and have 
them now locked up. Mr. Shakespeare, 
on tho other hand, favors the Settlement 
Bill. Ho does not fear any monopoly. 
The land is to be put in the market at §1 
per acre, and the revenues derived from 
it are to be handed to the local govern- 
ment until the road is completed. Every 
acre of the land subsidy which, ho claims 
is 1,500,000 and not -',000,000 acres, will 
be open for settlement and the coal dis- 
tricts, as well as every other district urn 
braced in the belt, will be open to bona 
lide settlers.

EASTERN STATES. 
New' York, March — Remington, who 
manufactures .firearms here, confessed yes- 
terday that the pistol found in the infernal 
machine at Charing Cross, London, was 
made by his firm. One of the firm who 
corroborated this said he sold a dozen of 
them live weeks ago to one person, whom 
he could not, however, identify. At anoth- 
er establishment the proprietor said: "1 
have no doubt that the dynamite used in 
these infernal machines was of our niauii- 
facture, for at least the powder was marked. 
What puzzles me is how it got to London. 
Irish dynamiters could not easily get it from 
contractors to whom we sell it." 

Boston, March 16.— Mrs. Abigail Scott 
Duniway addressed an immense audience in 
Tioinont temple this afternoon. She held 
the close attention of her hearers for more 
I than an hour. Her graphic descriptions of 
! western life and manners created great en- 
thusiasm, and her account of the varied re- 
sources and attractions of the northwest 
wen> a surprise to many. The woman suf- 
fragists of Massachusetts are already arrang- 
ing for an active campaign during the com- 
ing year, and are much encouraged by Mrs. 
Duniway's confidence in the adoption of 
the woman suffrage amendment in Oregon 
next June. 

EGYPT. 

Si akin, March 10. —Admiral Hewott, 
General Graham and the chief inhabitants 
had a meeting to-day. It resulted in the 
issue of a proclamation offering a reward 
of £1000 for the capture of Osman Dig- 
ma, "whoso lies and treachery have mis- 
led the Soudanese and caused great blood- 
shed." 

Khaktoum, March 10. — Haggis' tribe 
have given their adherence to General 
Gordon, thus stemming the advance of 
Sheikh Fl Obeid to the Nile. General 
Gordon has built a strongly fortified camp 
on the opposite side of the Blue Nile, and 
has stationed a strong forco there to pro- 
vent the advance of El Oboitl. 

London, March 10.— Advices from 
Berber make no mention of the uprising 
of Arabs in that region. The country is 
reported quiet as far as Shondy. Dis- 
patches from Cairo, however, state that 
the government is suppressing bad news 
from Khartoum. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, March 1G — It is rumored at 
tho parliament buildings to-night that the 
government has got an intimation to ubc 
every precaution, as the dynamiters wlire 
supposed to be meditating an attack upon 
the buildings. Tho guard was increased, 
and thu speakers of the commons and the 
senate, who have apartments in the build- 
ings, retired from their quarters Saturday 
evening. It is said, however, that 
Speaker Kirkpatrick left owing to his wifo 
being ill. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, March 17 — General 
Manager Towne of the Central Pacific 
Railway stated to day that tho company 
was seriously considering putting on a 
train to connect with tho fast Eastern 
mail service. The probability was that it 
would bo decided on. 

Tho Southern Pacific was opened this 
afternoon for freight trains to Los An- 
geles, and passenger trains will recom 
ruence running to-morrow. Tho wash-out 
breaks in the Arizona division will be all 
repaired by Wednesday, putting the road 
in running order to New Orloans. Re- 
pairs between Mojave and the Needlos 
will be completed Thursday. 

EUROPE. 
London, March 10.— Tho memoirs of 
the Princess Alice will be published by 
Murray. Tho Princess Alice odits them

London, March 10. — Gladstono pre- 
sided at council yesterday but hu appear- 
ed really ill. His physician warned him 
against work, but allowed him to bo pros- 
sent in view of his mental disquiet over 
the position of affairs. 

The private feud between the Princo 
of Wales an 1 Lord Randolph Churchill 
has been formally arranged. It aroso out 
of tho relations between tho prince and 
the Duke of Marlborough while tho lattor 
was the Marquis of Blandford. Sir Henry 
James, attorney-general, gave a dinner in 
order to effect tho reconciliation. Chur- 
ch ill, while renewing friondly relations with 
the prince, declines, at least says Vanity 
Fair, to become intimato with all the 
prince's friends. 

Baron Rowton, who was for many years 
tho private secretary of Earl Boaconstield, 
has nearly completed tho memoirs of the 
great conservative leader. Ho introduces 
important correspondence of tho queen 
and Prince Albert with Bismarck and 
other diplomats, in regard to foreign po- 
litics . 

It is doubtful whether tho Queen will 
bo a'blo to go to Darmstadt to attend the 
wedding of the Princess Victoria. Her 
condition is pronounced precarious. She 
apparently is in good health one day and 
the next sho suffers extrotnu fits of de- 
pression. If she goos two physicians will 
accompany her and bIio will bo attended 
by a very limited suite. A quiet retreat 
at Knanechstein, threo miles from Darm- 
stadt, is being put in readiness for her. 
The emperor and empress of Austria will 
meet the queen ihere. The czar will join 
thorn in April. Bismarck, Urloffand other 
leading diplomats will go to Darmstadt to 
take part ill a formal couferenco of the 
emperors. It is believed tho conference 
will confine itself chiefly to discussion of 
measures to secure protection against so- 
cialists and conspirators. 



Newspaper Copyright. 

Washington, March 4, — A bill intro- 
duced by Senator .Sherman to-day grant- 
ing copyright to newspapers, provides that 
any daily or weekly newspaper, or any as- 
sociation of any daily or weekly nowa- 
papers, published in the United States, or 
any territories thereof, shall have the sole 
right to print, issue, and soil for a term of 
eight hours, dating from the hour of go- 
ing to press, the contents of said daily or 
weekly newspapers or the collected news 
of said newspaper association exceeding 
one hundred words, and for any infringe- 
ment of this act the party injured may 
suo in any court of competent jurisdiction 
and recover in any properaction the dam- 
ages sustained by him from the person 
making the infringement, together with 
the cost of the suit. A similar measure 
will bo introduced in the house.

Outcast Russia. 

As soon as tsars of Moscow learned that 
their rebel Cossacks had conquered a new 
country "beyond the Stone" (the Ural), 
sent there batches of exiles, ordering 
them to settle along the livers and foot- 
paths that connected together the block 
houses erected, in tho space of seventy 
years, from the sources of the Kama to 
the sea of Okhotsk. Where no free set- 
tlors Would settle the chained colonizers 
had to undertake a desperate struggle 
against tlie wilderness. As to those in- 
dividuals whom the rising power of the 
tsars considered most dangerous we find 
them with the most advanced parties of 
Cossacks who were sent across the moun- 
tains in search of new lands. No distance 
however immense, no wilderness however 
unpraeticable, seemed sufficient to the 
suspicious rule of the boyars to be put 
between such exiles and the capital of the 
tsardoni. And, as soon as a blockhouse 
was built or a convent erected ul the con- 
tines of the tsar's dominions — beyond the 
Arctic circle, in the boundaries of the 
Obi, or beyond the mountains of Daouria 
— tho exiles wore there building them- 
selves the cells that had to be their graves. 

Even now Siberia is, on account of its 
steep mountains, its thick forests, wild 
streams, and rough climate, one of thu 
most dillicult countries to explore. It is 
easy to conceive wdiat it was three hun- 
dred years ago. Even now it is that part 
of Russia's empire where the arbitrariness 
and brutality of officers are the most un- 
limited. What was it,, then, during the 
seventeenth century! "The rivoi is shal- 
low; tho rafts are heavy; the chiefs are 
wicked, and their sticks are big; their 
whips cut through the skin, and their tor- 
tures are cruel; lire and trappado; but 
the men are hungry, and they die, poor 
creatures, at once after the torture" wrote 
tho protopope Avvakum,the fanatic priest 
of "the old religion" whom we met with 
tho first parties going to take possession 
of the Amoor. "How long, my master, 
w ill these tortures last i" asks his wife as 
she falls attenuated on the ice of the 
river after a journey that has already 
lasted for five years. "Until our death 
my dear, until our death," replies this 
precursor of the slccl characters of our 
own times. And both man and wife con- 
tinue their march toward the place where 
the protopope will be chained to the walls 
of an icy cellar dug out by his-own hands. 

Since the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the How of exiles poured into Si- 
beria has never ceased. During the first 
years of the century we see the. inhabit- 
ants of Uglitch exiled, together with their 
bell, which rang the alarm when it became 
known that the young Demetrius had 
been assassinated by order of the Recent 
Ivan Godunoff. Men and bell alike have 
tongue and ears torn away, and are con- 
fined in a hamlet on the borders of the 
toundra. Later on they are followed by 
tho raskolniks (nonconformists) w ho re- 
volt against the aristocratic innovations 
of Nikon in church matters. Those who 
escape tho massacres, like that "of the 
three thousand," go to poople the Siberian 
wildernesses. They are soon followed by 
tho serfa, who mako desperate attempts of 
overthrowing the yoke freshly imposed on 
them; by tho leaders of the Moscow mob 
revolted against tho rule of the boyars; by 
tho militia of the strellsy who revolt 
against the all-crushing despotism of Pa- 
ter I; by the little Russians who light for 
their autonomy and old institutions; by 
all those populations who will not submit 
to the yoke of the rising empire; by the 
Polos — by three great batches of Poles 
who are despatched to Siberia by 
thousands at once, after their attempt at 
recovering their independence. 
Latter on all those whom Russia fears to 
keep in her towns and villages— murderers 
and simple vagrants, nonconformists and 
rebels; thieves and, paupers who are un- 
able to pay for a passport; serfs who have 
incurred the displeasure of their proprie- 
tors; and still later un "free peasants" 
who have incurred the disgrace of an is- 
pravnik, Drare unable to pay the ever in- 
creasing taxes— all these are going to die 
ill the marshy lowlands, in the thick for 
esta, in the dark mines. This current 
Hows until our own days, steadily increas- 
ing in an alarming proportion. Seven to 
eight thousand ware exiled every year at 
tho boginning of the century; 1S,000 to 
19,000 aro exiled now — not to speak of 
the years when this figure was doubled, 
as was tho case after the last Polish insur- 
rection — making thus a total 'if more than 
000,000 people who have crossed the Ural 
mountains since 1823, when the first re- 
cords of exile were taken.— Prince Kra- 
potkine in Nineteenth Century.

A Specimen ol illr. ICuskin. 

Mr. John Buskin has been lecturing in 
London oil "The Storm Cloud of the 19th 
Century." His topic was tho atmospheric 
appearances that have been the subject of 
such discussion of late. He pointed out 
that the cloud appearance had never, he be- 
lieved, been seen until recently, for in its 
essence it bad not been recognizable '20 
yens. There was no description of it by 
auy ancient observer nor by later writers, 
such as Chaucer ami Dante, Milton and 
Thomson. In modern times both poets 
and scientific men were silent concerning 
these clouds, and he could certify from his 
own observation that within the 10 years 
from IH3\ to 1S71 no such clouds were evor 
seen in the skies of England; France or 
Italy. 

He then traced tin- history of these cloud 
appearances, described them, illustrated 
them, dealt with them from the poetic and 
scientific side; and dually wound up with 
giving them their spiritual meaning. And 
that is the part of his lecture we wish to 
give as a specimen of his talent of thought 
and of his beautiful style: 

"If," he said in conclusion, "you ask me 
what is the meaning of all this blanched 
sun and blighted grass and blinded man, I 
can tell you none, according to your mod- 
ern beliefs, but I can tell you what meaning 
it would have borne to men of old time. 
Remember, for the last 20 years, England 
and all foreign nations either tempting her 
or following her have blasphemed the name 
of God, deliberately and openly, and have 
done iniquity by proclamation, every man 
doing as much injustice to his brother as it 
is in his power to do. Of States in such 
moral gloom every seor of old predicted the 
physical gloom, saying, 'the light shall be 
darkened in the heavens thereof, nnd the 
stars shall withdraw their shining.' All 
Greek, all Christian, all Jewish prophecy 
insist on the .same truth though a thousand 
myths; hut of all the chief, to former 
thought, was the fable of the Jewish warrior 
and prophet for whom the sun hasted not 
to go down, with which I leave you to com- 
pare at leisure the physical result of your 
own wars and prophecies, as declared by 
your own elect journal not 11 days ago", 
that the Empire of England, on which form- 
erly the sun never set, has become one on 
which he never rises. What is best to he 

done, do you link moV Thoauswor is plain; 
whether you can ailed the si^ns of the sky 
or not, you can the- signs of the tinn s. 
Whether you can bring the sun back ov not, 
you can assuredly hrillg back your own 
cheerfulness and your owu honesty. Von 
may not be able to say to the winds, peace, 
be still; but you can cease from the inso- 
lence of your own lips and the troubling of 
your own passions. And all that would be 
extremely well to do, even though tin- day 
were coming when the sun should lu- as 
darkness and the moon as blood. But, the 
paths of rectitude and piety once regained, 
who shall say that the promise of old times 
would not be found to hold for us also. 
Bring ye all the tithes into my storehouse 
and prove me now herewith, said the Lord 
God, if I will not open you the windows of 
Heaven uud pour you oul a blessing, that 
there shall not b< loom enough to receive

Several of Sharon's letters to plaintiff were 
introduced. Tn some he addresses her as 
"Dear Wife," and in others as "Dear 
Miss Hill." Plaintiff testified that when 
Sharon asked her to give up her marriage 
contract, sho replied that she had lost it, 
as she anticipated trouble.

The accumulative power of money is a 
fact very generally known, but not general- 
ly appreciated. There are few men living 
at the age of J5, hanging on to existence by 
some slender employment, or pensioners, it 
may be, on the bounty of kindred or friends, 
but might, by exercising the smallest parti- 
cle of thrift, rigidly adhered to in the past, 
have set aside a respectable sum which 

would materially help them to maintain 
their independence in their old age. Let us 
take the small and insignificant sum of live 
cents, which we daily pay to have our boots 
blacked, to ride in a car the distance wo 
are able to walk, or to procure a bad cigar 
we are better without, and see what its value 
is in the course of years. We will suppose 
a boy of fifteen, by blacking his own boots, 
or saving his car-fan-, or going without bis 
cherished cigarette, puis by 5 cents a day; 
in one year he saves §18 35, which being 
banked bears interest at the rate of 5 per 
lent, per annum, compounded bi-yearly. 
On this basis, when our thrifty youth 
roaches the age of (55, having set his 
cents per day religiously aside during fifty 
years, the result Is surprising. He has ac- 
cumulated no less a sum than $3,893 17. 
A scrutiny of the progress of this result is 
interesting. At the age of III) our hero had 
S:ilt5; at II), $fc>77; at 50, $l,GG7;atG0,

Sonic Interesting Facts Concern- 
ing Hie Great ii,iui>p> Foun- 
dry. 

Washington, March 4. — Consul Pot 
ter, of Crefnld, Germany, reports to 
the Secretary of State on Krupp's 
steel ordnance works at Essen. He 
says the forging process requires vast 
arrangements on account of the im- 
mense weight of the pieces to be hand- 
led, on which sometimes weights of 
over 50 tons are used. The steam hum- 
mer in use for this puqio.se weighs f>0 
tons, and has a stroke of ten feet. 
Another ham met' is being construct- 
ed weighing about 150 tons, which 
will cost over two and one half-millions 
of dollars. Two years are required in 
the manufacture of a 1G inch gun, of 
.'55 calibres length, and the foundry is 
able to complete each year from 3 to 1 - 

000 field and mountain guns, five hun- 
dred siege, fortress, naval and coast 
guns, of light calibre, and one hundred 
heavy naval and coast guns. It is now 
engaged in constructing ten sixteen 
inch guns of 35 calibres length, weigh- 
ing' 121 tons, for the Italian govern- 
ment, at a cost 894,000 francs lach, 
for the purpose of coast defence. The 
Chinese government has oidered guns 
for coast defence and naval purposes, 
similar in dimension anil power. The 
foundry has already furnished that 
government with four hundred and 
twenty-live cannon of less weight. 

A Somewhat Disconnected Story

known as the joint snake. When attacked 
it flies into pieces, each piece taking care 
of itself. A darkey attacked one of them ' 
the other day, and to his utter amazement 
it broke nil up, each section jumping off 
in a different direction. In the course of 
an hour ho returned that way, mid was 
utterly amazed again to see it all together 
except the tail piece. After waiting a 
few minutes he saw the tail coming up to 
join the body, taking sharp, quick little 
jerks.

Anything But Housework. 

Young woman go out to service more 
unwillingly every year, says The Hour. 
And why? The root of the difficulty 
lies partly in the character of the gen- 
tler sex, ami partly in the character of 
our political and social institutions. 
THa opportunities for primary educa- 
tion are so excellent in the United 
States that our girls are generally pret- 
ty well educated by the time they are 
old enough to live away from their 
homes. They learn to read easily, and 
they quickly avail themselves of the 
cheap literature of this country and 
they sink themselves in it. Then, when 
it is time to go out to work, they have 
many lofty ideas which prevent them. 
As everv hoy in the United States has 
the privilege of thinking that some day 
he may bo President, so every girl, no j 
matter how humble her family, thinks 
she may some day marry a rich man j 
and become a lino lady. She has never 
read of a line lady who was made out ! 
of a servant in the kitchen. Cinderella j 
is the only exception, and we do not! 
believe in fairies nowadays. So in or- j 
der to be lit to be a tine lady when the 
golden time comes, no girl ever wants 
to bo rubbed with the smut of domestic 
drudgery if it can be avoided. Any- 
thing but housework! She never could 
endure, the slightly educated girls 
thinks, to havo it thrown up to her 
after she is married that she was once a 
servant. Would any tine society, 
she asks, be open to a woman who 
had once been a domestic servant, 
no matter how rich she had become? 
Certainly not. Any woman who lias 
once been a servant bears the mark of 
a menial all her life. She is more hadi- 
capped by that than by any little doubt 
about her reputation, Thus young 
American women, either of native or 
foreign descent, will do anything rath- 
er than work in a way which may hurt 
their future career. Moreover, it will 
not do to jump to a hasty conclusion 
that such a girl is a fool. As long as 
our institutions exist as they are there 
will be sense and fitness in this femin- 
ine reasoning. It is as true that every j 
girl here lias a better chance of some I 
day being the mother of a family, well I 
to do and having social aspirations, ■ 
than every hoy has of being a President, j 
And it is also true that it will always 
be set down tn her discredit if it should 
be known that she was once a domestic 
servant, for these reasons the young 
woman who is thrown upon her own 
resources will work at anything rather 
than to go out to service in a household. I 
A shop, a factory, and semotimes a 
much worse place is preferred. 

Beautics'of our "IJi'si Society". 

Have just been sacrificing themselves 
on the altar of liberty. They have sub- I 
dued their sensitiveness sufficiently to ■ 
pose on a public stage, not because 
they wished to be admired, oh! no, but 
in order that the Barthold pedestal ; 
fund thus might profit through the pay- j 
111 en t of £3 by each spectator. For 
three afternoons they put themselves 
on exhibition in tableaux, and thus 
brought in more than §8,000. In a 
representation of Cleopatra a mulatto 
girl figured as an attendant upon her 
majesty, and this dusky beauty was so 
much superior to any of the white 
ones who up to that time had appeared 
that looked like a Caucasian defeat by 
Africa.

GERMAN .1 UALOUSV. 

Britain's Naval Supremacy 
Viewed by En rope with 
Envy. 

Berlin, March 3 — German Minister- 
ial organs associate the alliance of Ger- 
many and Austria with the coming 
league of the continental powers against, 
the maritime and commercial pre 
ponderance of England. A notable 
article appears in Krus Zeitung, which 
predicts the formation of a league, in- 
cluding France, to break tho insular 
supremacy of England, which it says 
by the annexation of Egypt has com- 
pleted the links of a gigantic chain ex- 
tending from Gibraltar to China, coil- 
ed around the body of Europe, mon- 
opolizing tho commerce of the world, 
and making the Mediterranean Sea 
and the Indian Ocean, English lakes. 
The Berlin Post urges France to join 
the alliance, promising more substan 
tialhenefits than those arising from her 
agreement with England. Dr. Busch, 
Under Foreign Secretary, in an article 
in the Grensboten, remarks that Russia's 
progress towards India is a matter of in 
difference to Germany. England, he 
says, is no longer our ally but regards 
us with evident distrust. It is suppos- 
ed that these articles are indications of 
a diplomatic campaign against Eng- 
land.

The Crand Trunk Railway Company
